Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner noted that the limitations, set forth in the last paragraph of claim 1 , along with the Kinematic Viscosity 
limitation of claim 9, if included together in a single claim, would define over the prior art since some of the limitations 
were found in the 100R oil and others were found in the 600R oil. The examiner noted that if the individual oils were 
compared to the combined limitations the listed properties specifically did not meet the claim limitations. The applicant 
agreed to the changes as set forth in the attached Examiner's Amendment and also noted that application 10/539,301 
would be expressly abandonned to overcome the Double Patenting rejection.
